Terms and Conditions of Auction 


AUCTIONEER AND AUCTION: 

Inc. or its subsidiary Currency 
Auctions of America, Inc. or their affiliate, Heritage Auctions, Inc. through its divisions Her¬ 
itage Comic Auctions, or Heritage Sports Collectibles Auctions, as identified with the applica¬ 
ble licensing information either on the title page of the catalog or on the Internet site (the 
“Auctioneer”). The auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and 
applicable state and local law. 

BUYER’S PREMIUM:

In any such instance, pur¬ 
chaser’s remedy, if any, shall be solely against the certification service certifying the collectible. 

51. Due to changing grading standards over time and to possible mishandling of items by subsequent 
owners, the Auctioneer reserves the right to grade items differently than shown on certificates 
from any grading service that accompany the items. For the same reasons as stated above, the 


Auctioneer reserves the right to grade items differently than the grades shown in the catalog 
should such items be reconsigned to any future auction. 

52. Although consensus grading is employed by most grading services, it should be noted as afore¬ 
said that grading is not an exact science. In fact, it is entirely possible that if a lot was broken j I 
out of a plastic holder and was resubmitted to another grading service or even the same service, 11 
the lot could come back a different grade.

Bright, yellow-gold surfaces with a number of 
obverse contact marks. Nice luster and strike for the grade.(#7843)

1689 1900 MS62 NGC. Well struck in the centers, the denticles have 
intermittent softness of definition. A few small marks are seen on the

1690 1903—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net AU50. The surfaces 
are hairlined and somewhat dull from the obvious cleaning.(#7855) 

1691 1904 MS63 PCGS. This well struck example has a splendidly pre¬ 
served obverse and minor luster grazes on the reverse field.(#7856) 

1692 1905 MS64 PCGS. A lustrous orange-gold near-Gem with a suitable 
strike and impressive preservation. A good choice for a quality gold 
type set.(#7857) 

1693 1907—Scratched—ANACS. UNC Details, Net AU55. The 
scratches on the reverse are more minor than that harsh ANACS des¬ 
ignation suggests as there are only three, the most prominent being 
one that runs from the eagle’s neck to its left wing on the reverse.

1700 1909 AU58 ANACS. The surfaces are smooth for the grade but 
slightly subdued.(#7940) 

1701 1909 AU58 ANACS. Attractive for the grade with comparatively 
bright surfaces that are free from serious distractions. A fantastic 
piece for inclusion within a type set.(#7940)

A dull appear¬ 
ance over the obverse field confirms the ANACS designation. A nee¬ 
dle-sharp piece with bright yellow-gold color.(#7950) 

1740 1926 MS62 PCGS. The straw-gold surfaces are a bit subdued, and 
possess light to moderate abrasions, especially on the 
obverse.(#7950) 

1741 1927 MS61 ANACS. A sharply struck and nicely defined later date 
Quarter Eagle. The reverse has a trivial rim ding at 9 
o’clock.(#7951) 

1742 1927 MS61 NGC. Gold-tan occupies each side. Generally well 
struck design elements. Several small to moderate abrasions are 
noted, helping to limit the grade.(#7951) 

1743 1927 MS62 PCGS. Mustard-gold toning covers somewhat muted 
surfaces. Generally nicely struck, except for softness in the shoulder 
feathers of the eagle’s left wing. Some light abrasions are scattered 
over each side.(#7951) 

1744 1928 AU58 ANACS. An attractive Quarter-Eagle, this piece shows 
little wear and few digs that notably enter the surfaces.(#7952) 

1745 1928 MS60 ANACS. Typically marked on the reverse with an 
exceptionally clean obverse.

1746 1928 MS62 NGC. A nicely struck and attractive example with 
bright, mildly reflective fields. A common date, but with uncommon 
eye appeal for this usually more abraded grade.(#7952) 

1747 1928 MS62 ANACS. The luster is full and pleasing and the surface 
marks are kept to a minimum on this nearly Choice Quarter Eagle. 
A few copper spots are noted on the reverse, at the lower part of the

Well defined with traces of original mint lus¬ 
ter in the protected areas.(#8231) 

1758 1847—Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55.Q Nicely 
struck, with minimal abrasions. The bright surfaces are lightly hair- 
lined.

1759 1852 XF45 ANACS. Evenly worn with a deep golden appearance 
overall.

1761 1861 AU53 NGC. Full, pinpoint striking details with a few stray

The yellow-gold surfaces exhibit 
only the slightest wear, but are a trifle lackluster and show typical 
bluntness on the eagle’s neck.(#8329) 

1763 1880 MS63 PCGS. Pastel rose and honey patina invigorates this 
lustrous and reasonably struck piece.

1766 1881 MS62 NGC. A meticulously struck and lustrous honey-gold 
representative that has scattered minor marks but is nonetheless 
clean for the grade.(#8354) 

1767 1882 AU58 ANACS. Sharply struck and attractive with a band of 
bright peripheral luster.(#8358) 

1768 1884 AU53 ANACS. Noticeably abraded with muted golden sur- 
faces.(#8364) 

1769 1885—Scratched—ANACS. AU Details, XF45. Numerous clean¬ 
ing lines show over the somewhat muted surfaces. An affordable 
type coin.(#8367) 

1770 1886 MS62 ANACS. The lustrous, modestly abraded surfaces are a 
bit softly struck on Liberty’s curls and a few of the obverse 
stars.(#8369) 

1771 1886-S MS60 ANACS. Although richly frosted, the surfaces are a 
bit too baggy to warrant a higher grade. (#8370) 

1772 1887-S AU53 ANACS. Typically circulated for the assigned grade,

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1773 1890-CC AU58 PCGS. The centers are not fully struck, but this 
apricot-gold Carson City Five is refreshingly devoid of noticeable 
abrasions. Scarce, courtesy of a low production of 53,800

1774 1891AU58 NGC. This well struck scarcer date Half Eagle has a pin- 
scratch on the cheekbone and a group of dull abrasions near the sec¬ 
ond star. Struck from clashed dies.(#8377) 

1775 1893-S AU55 PCGS. Lightly circulated with a orange-gold patina 
that intermittently covers portions of the obverse and reverse. A 
pleasing S-mint type coin.(#8386) 

1776 1894 MS62 PCGS. Although lackluster in appearance, the surfaces 
are curiously smooth for the stated MS62 grade.(#8387) 

1777 1895 AU55 PCGS. Typically struck on the obverse stars, with 
bright, orange-golden, moderately marked surfaces.(#8390) 

1778 1895 MS61 PCGS. Well struck and pleasing for the grade despite a 
handling mark on the chin. The 5 in the date is sharply recut. Certi¬ 
fied in a small-sized holder.(#8390) 

1779 1897 AU55 PCGS. Straw gold patina adheres to each side. A couple 
of light abrasions are seen on Liberty’s neck, and a few more in the 
upper reverse field.(#8394) 

1780 1897 MS61 NGC. An extremely bright and flashy example with 
more eye appeal than the MS61 grade suggests.

Reverse. Presenting good value to the collector, this Carson City 
Eagle (sounds like a football team) shows some original luster near 
the protected devices and small amounts of attractive copper patina 
on the obverse and reverse.(#8722) 
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1834 1893 MS60 ANACS. Well struck with dazzling, frosty luster on 
both sides, rich coloration throughout, and numerous small to mod¬ 
erate abrasions that limit the coin’s grade.(#8725) 

1835 1893 MS60 ANACS. Attractive, lustrous rose-gold surfaces with 
moderate scattered abrasions as would be expected for the 
grade.(#8725) 

1836 1897 MS61 ANACS. Fully struck with muted, satiny luster that is 
typical of the assigned grade.(#8737) 

1837 1897 MS62 PCGS. Bright, lustrous, and well struck with an attrac¬ 
tive overlay of orange-gold patina. Two marks, one on Liberty’s face 
and the other behind her neck keep this piece from the next 
grade.(#8737) 

1838 1899 MS61 ANACS. An attractive example that is fairly lustrous for 
the grade but has a noticeable curving mark across the obverse. A 
well struck type coin.(#8742) 

1839 1899 MS62 PCGS. Nicely struck, with honey gold toning. Several 
grade-limiting marks are seen on Liberty’s face and neck, and 
fields.(#8742) 

1840 1899 MS63 PCGS. The fields of this lustrous representative are 
clean for the grade, although the cheek and neck are moderately 
abraded.(#8742) 

1841 1900 MS62 PCGS. A few wispy slide marks deny a higher grade for 
this sharply struck and attractive example. Lengthy die cracks (as 
made) span the peripheries.(#8745) 

1842 1901 MS62 PCGS. A wispy handling mark on the lower half of the 
cheek is all that denies a Select grade. Well struck and lustrous with

1844 1901-S—Rim Damaged—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU55. 
Accompanied with far above average eye appeal, this piece has a 
Brilliant Uncirculated appeal with flashy luster and few viewable 
marks.(#8749) 

1845 1902-S MS62 ANACS. This pleasing type coin has a sharp strike 
and undisturbed cartwheel luster. Very clean for the assigned grade, 
and an opportunity for the alert bidder.(#8751) 

1846 1904 MS62 NGC. Boldly struck, if slightly weak on a few of the 
obverse stars, with rich green and orange-gold coloration, and a 
number of superficial, grade-limiting blemishes in the fields.(#8755) 

1847 1904 MS62 NGC. A crisply defined example with an attractive 
obverse and a few unobtrusive abrasions on the reverse. A slightly 
better date within this challenging series.(#8755) 

1848 1904 MS62 NGC. A boldly struck and shimmering Eagle that has a 
clean cheek and the expected luster grazes in the obverse field.

1854 1907 MS62 ANACS. A lustrous and sharply struck Liberty Ten that

Mostly lustrous with a number of 
small, well scattered abrasions. Easily as desirable as many low-end 
Mint State examples.(#8860) 

1859 1910 AU58 ANACS. Satiny surfaces with no mentionable marks. 
Just the slightest hint of wear shows on the highpoints.(#8865) 

1860 1910 MS62 PCGS. A beautiful Indian Eagle that has a splendid 
strike and no shortage of eye appeal. An impressive type 
coin.(#8865) 

1861 1910-D MS60 ANACS. Bright yellow-gold surfaces are plagued by 
several small to moderate abrasions that limit the grade.(#8866) 

1862 1910-D MS62 NGC. A suitably struck and lustrous Eagle that is 
without obtrusive contact. The most available of the Denver Mint 
issues.(#8866) 

1863 1911 XF45 ANACS. A noticeably circulated example with smooth 
surfaces and hints of remaining luster.

1864 1911 AU58 ANACS. A rich, deeply golden appearance dominates 
this coin and hints of soft red are present as well. A few slide marks 
are visible at the right side of the reverse, but there are relatively few 
additional marks of significance.

1874 1926 AU53 PCGS. A lightly circulated example of this generic type 
Indian Ten Dollar coin.(#8882) 

1875 1932—Cleaned— ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Noticeably 
cleaned on each side, possibly an attempt to remove some noticeable 
obverse marks. Affordable as a type coin.

1876 1932 MS63 NGC. An attractive apricot-gold representative with a 
clean portrait and a few faint luster grazes. The only readily obtain¬ 
able gold issue of any denomination from this decade.(#8884) 

A crisply struck and carefully preserved Indian 
Ten, although the chin has a pinscratch and a light mark is right of 
the olive branch. The left side of the holder has a couple of pieces 
broken off, this does not affect the preservation of the coin

2228 1936 Wisconsin Territory Centennial MS64 NGC. HK-696. A 
pleasant bronze so-called dollar with bold detail on the obverse 
design elements. Only 1500 pieces were struck.(#661696) 

2229 1939 Stratford Tercentenary MS64 NGC. HK-700. Attractively 
designed with surfaces that show minimal abrasions. A fitting piece 
commemorating the 300th anniversary of Stratford, Connecti¬ 
cut.^ 1700) 

2230 1929 Robert E. Lee Birthplace MS63 NGC. HK-733(T1). Struck 
in bronze with an attractive dark aged patina that is placed around 
the obverse and reverse devices. Pleasingly designed and overall 
very well presented.(#661733) 

2231 1933 Pedley-Ryan & Co. MS61 NGC. HK-825, Type IV. The most 
common of the type with an estimated 500 made, this piece shows a 
flat design that has acquired numerous slide marks.

1864 Copper-Nickel Indian Cent—Struck on a Tapered 
Planchct—AU58 ANACS. The left border on both sides is softly 
struck, since that half of the planchet was unusually thin. Light rub 
on the cheekbone prevents an Uncirculated assessment. 

1897 Indian Cent—Off Center—Good 6 ANACS. Struck approx¬ 
imately 2-3% off center. Rich mahogany brown coloration.(#2196) 

Undated Lincoln Wheat cent—Split after Strike—MS63 Red 
and Brown ANACS. The planchet split after this was struck, with a 
sharp reverse the displays olive-brown and orange color. The 
obverse displays only a shadow of the design. 

Undated Lincoln Memorial cent—Struck by Capped Die— 
MS64 Red ANACS. This was struck by a die that was already 
capped by another planchet. The obverse has very mushy, drawn-out 
details while the reverse is sharp. Enough of the date remains visible 
to identify this as a mintmarked issue from the 1960s. Our guess is 
1968-S. 

1944 Lincoln cent—Off-Center—AU50 ANACS. Struck less than 
5% off-center at 10 o’clock. Medium brown with splashes of darker 
brown and iridescent toning. 

1944 Cent—Off Center — MS65 Red and Brown ANACS. Struck 
approximately 15% off center, there is considerable mint luster 
remaining around the devices.(#2721) 

1945 Cent—Elliptical Clip—MS60 Red and Brown ANACS. 
Clipped slightly on the bottom rim of the obverse, the coin retains a 
considerable amount of original mint red coloration.(#2733) 

1945 Cent — Off Center—MS64 Red and Brown ANACS. Struck 
10% off center, most of each side is deep brown but there is a sig¬ 
nificant presence of mint red still around the devices.(#2733) 

1945 Cent—Broadstrike, Struck Through—MS65 Red and 
Brown ANACS. A slightly off center broadstrike shows more flan 
on the right rim on each side. It appears that a bent piece of wire was 
struck through on the right side of the reverse. Pleasing reddish-

1955-S Lincoln Cent—Obverse Die Damage, Reverse Cud— 
MS65 Red ANACS. Golden-red color covers lustrous surfaces. 
Obverse die damage shows at the top of Lincoln’s head, and a cud is 
located at the lower left reverse rim. 


1957-D Lincoln Cent—Laminations—XF40 ANACS. The central 
reverse has a wide lamination, and a lesser lamination affects the left 
reverse border.

Undated Lincoln Cent—Broadstruck, Partial Brockage—MS60 
Red ANACS. This well centered broadstrike is indented on the 
obverse by the reverse of a previously struck coin. The 30% brock- 
age occupies the upper right obverse, and features an incused, 
reversed, and spread UNITED. 

(Undated) Lincoln Cent—Struck By Capped Die—MS64 Red 
ANACS. This “double reverse” error shows the capped die side as 
widely distended and shadowy, obviously having been struck from a 
later state of the die cap. Excellent mint red color.(#2890) 

(Undated) Lincoln Cent—Reverse Die Cap—MS64 Red 
AlNACS. The figure of Lincoln is barely recognizable on the 
obverse. Full red color.(#2890)

The reverse 
design is very faint, and an incused and reversed (and even fainter) 
portrait of Lincoln is also visible on the reverse. The reverse has a 
striated appearance, as made. Deep steel-blue patina dominates both 
sides.

2258 Undated Copper Plated Zinc Lincoln Cent—Broadstruck, Par¬ 
tial Brockage—MS64 Red ANACS. This broadstruck Cent fea¬ 
tures a 90% brockage on the obverse. Most of IN GOD WE TRUST 
is visible, the remainder of the obverse is occupied by the brockage. 
The brockage exhibits very wide spreading of ONE CENT. The 
force of the unusual strike causes a wide planchet crack at 3 o’clock. 

2259 1982-D Small Date Cent—Unplated Planchet—MS62 Brown 

ANACS. The dull gray color of the zinc interior is all one sees 
unless a magnifier is applied to the surface. In which case, tiny 
specks of copper are seen flecked over each side. Our guess is this is 
from contact with other coins in a roll. An unusual and worthwhile

2260 1985-D Lincoln Cent—Struck on an Unplated Zinc Planchet— 
MS60 ICG. Struck without the thin layer of copper color that lends 
a lustrous pink appearance, this Cent has toned in dusky brown-gray 
colors. 


2261 1992 Cent—Elliptical Clip—MS65 Red ANACS. The upper left 
portion of the obverse is clipped and the lower right portion of that 
side is raised significantly, giving that part of the coin a cupped 
effect. Bright, flaming mint red coloration.(#3098) 

2262 1993 Lincoln Cent—Broadstruck—MS65 Red ANACS. This 
well centered broadstrike has a wide spread of unstruck surface 
about the borders. Potent cartwheel luster and bright pumpkin- 
orange color affirm the quality.

The U.S. Mint receives Cent 
planchets from private firms, apparently one or more planchets 
intended for Singapore or Malaysia were mixed in with the ship- 


2278 2001 Lincoln Cent—Broadstruck, Obverse Indent—MS66 Red 
NGC. This well centered broadstrike has a 65% obverse indent that 
spans from 1 to 7 o’clock. The date is fully intact. The lower reverse 
exhibits portions of the zinc interior. 

2279 1920-S Buffalo Nickel—Lamination—AU50 ANACS. Adequate¬ 
ly struck, but a couple of weak areas on the bison. A small lamina¬ 
tion is seen on the Indian’s feather. 

2280 Undated Jefferson Nickel—Split after Strike, Scratched— 
ANACS. AU Details, Net XF40. Shadows of Jefferson and the 
obverse design are visible through the roughened surface that repre¬ 
sents the interior of the planchet. The reverse has very light scratch¬ 
es. 


2281 1964-D Jefferson Nickel—Struck on a Sintered Planchet—AU58 
NGC. Deep ruby-red and sea-green patina. Struck on an improperly 
annealed planchet.

2282 1973-D Jefferson Nickel—Double Struck, Second Strike 75% 
Off Center—MS60 PCGS. The second strike is 75% off center 
toward 2 o’clock and is located at 7 o’clock on the obverse relative 
to the first strike. The second strike indents the reverse of the first 
strike. 

2283 1980-P Jefferson nickel—on cent planchet—MS62 ANACS. 
Considerable orange mint color remains with brown toning high¬ 
lights. This is a fairly well-centered example with just enough of the 
date visible to provide identification. 

2284 1980-P Jefferson Nickel—Struck on a Cent Planchet—MS63 
Red ANACS. A lustrous orange-gold piece with an occasion hint of 
ruby-red hues. A vertical pinscratch below the eye limits the grade. 

2285 1997-P Jefferson Nickel—Clip—MS64 ANACS. A 30% curved 
clip is centered on the obverse near 1 o’clock. A couple of shallow 
mint-made planchet flaws, otherwise lustrous and clean with faint 
olive patina. 

2286 1999-P Jefferson Nickel—Broadstruck—MS66 Full Steps NGC. 
Due to the broadstrike, the devices are razor-sharp, while the periph¬ 
eral legends (in particular, UNITED STATES OF AMERICA) 
exhibit spreading toward the rim. The broadstrike is uncentered, and 
has an area of unstruck metal widest past 12 o’clock. 

'''2287 1832 Half Dime—Partial Collar Strike—XF45 ICG. V-8. LM-5. 

R. 1. The rim is wide at 12 o’clock and is absent at 6 o’clock. Ample 
luster for the grade, although the silver-gray and tan-tinged surfaces 
have a few minor marks and does the reverse rim at 3 o’clock. 

2288 1943 Mercury Dime—Off-Center, Bent, Severely Scratched— 
ANACS. AU Details, Net Fine 12. Approximately 5% off-center at 
1 o’clock. 

2289 1962-D Roosevelt Dime—Struck Through Late Stage Die Cap, 
Cleaned—ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. Bright silver surfaces 
with full luster on the reverse. 

2290 1965 Roosevelt Dime—Missing Clad Layer—MS62 ANACS. 
Struck on a planchet from strip that lacked the clad layer on one side, 
the obverse has the orange-rose color of a partly toned copper core. 
The reverse is brilliant and has a normal appearance. Sharply struck 
for this error type. 

2291 1970-D Roosevelt Dime—Missing Clad Layer, Lamination— 
MS60 ANACS. The obverse is mostly brown with traces of pale 
orange mint color. The reverse has light nickel gray luster. 

2292 1989-P Roosevelt Dime—Missing Clad Layer—MS63 ANACS. 
Struck from coinage strip that lacked a clad layer on one side, the 
obverse has the orange-red color of the copper core. The borders 
exhibit minor striking weakness due to the thin planchet, and a 
wispy pinscratch is noted below the date. 

2293 1999-P Roosevelt Dime—Struck Thru Late Die Cap—MS64 
ANACS. The lightly toned reverse has a normal appearance, while 
the obverse is struck through a late in life die cap, which was thin 
enough to allow a weak impression of the obverse die. The date and 
mintmark are very faint. 

2294 1967 Washington Quarter—Struck on 5C Planchet—AU50 
ANACS. Although underweight and struck slightly off center 
toward 3 o’clock, this wrong planchet combination circulated briefly 
before an observant individual set it aside. The peripheral legends 
(especially the date and the RTY in LIBERTY) show the distortion 
typical of wrong planchet errors. 

2295 1977 Washington Quarter—Broadstruck, Counting Wheel 
Damage—ANACS. Unc Details, Net MS60. Lustrous light gray 
surfaces, the counting wheel damage is virtually undetectable. 
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2296 19??-P Washington Quarter—Off Center—MS62 ANACS. 

Struck 10% off center toward 6 o’clock, only the top of the date is 
present but the mintmark is intact. The unstruck portion of the coin 
has a couple of pinscratches, presumably from a curious prior owner. 

2297 1985-P Washington Quarter—Broadstruck, Counting Wheel 
Damage—AU50 ANACS. Unc Details, Net AU50. The obverse is 
marred by a patch of horizontal scratches at the center. 

2298 1995-P—Broadstruck—ANACS. MS64. Very widely broadstruck 
at the rims, with light toning and a few small surface abrasions. 
From The Estate of John Nay lor (# 5938) 

2299 1995-? Washington Quarter—Off Center Chain Strike—MS64 
ANACS. Struck approximately 40% off center toward 2 o’clock, the 
mintmark is off the flan but the date is intact. A straight clip on the 
upper obverse affects Washington’s forehead. 

2300 1997-D Washington Quarter—Triple Clip—MS60 ANACS. 
Clips are noted in the upper, upper left, and lower left quadrants with 
respect to the obverse. Sharply struck, with no apparent abrasions. 

2301 2000-D Maryland Statehood Quarter—Struck Through 
Grease—AU50 ANACS. Much of the design on both sides is soft¬ 
ly struck, due to a pool of grease on the dies. This untoned piece 
exhibits ample mint luster where the strike is sufficient. 

2302 2000-? Virginia Statehood Quarter—Struck Thru Grease— 
AU55 ANACS. A drop of grease on the obverse die obscures the 
mintmark on this briefly circulated but still lustrous example. 


2303 1958 Franklin Half Dollar—On Defective Planchet—AU50 
ANACS. A piece of the planchet is missing along the rim at 8 
o’clock on the obverse, and 10 o’clock on the reverse. The silverish 
surfaces are lightly abraded.

2304 1903 Morgan Dollar—Struck Thru—MS62 ANACS. A large and 
rather deep strike-thru affects the reverse from the tail feathers to the 
AM in AMERICA. An unusually dramatic mint error for a Silver 
Dollar. Lustrous and nearly brilliant with a very good strike and a 
concealed mark on the eagle’s left (facing) wing. The ANACS hold¬ 
er is cracked but is fully intact. 

2305 1922 Peace Dollar—Struck Thru—AU55 ANACS. This was 
struck through a thin piece of foreign matter, which appears as a 
shallow vertical depression at the upper obverse. 

2306 1923 Peace Dollar—Struck Thru—ANACS. MS62. This interest¬ 
ing piece is nicely detailed and minimally abraded throughout. The 
left obverse field reveals a very large rough-textured streak, howev¬ 
er, which was created during the minting process, perhaps by a flaw 
on the die. 

2307 1923 Peace Dollar—Lamination—MS63 ANACS. An interesting 
rectangular-shaped retained lamination is located at 11 o’clock on 
the obverse. Sharply struck and lustrous with pleasing surfaces and 
faint tan patina.
